Good news for the nation’s well- 
scraped sűgar bowl comes. from 
the rich Everglades cane land with 
@ promise of one of the largest 
sugar crops in many years. In- 
dications are that the bumper 
harvest, under way this ‘week, 
would provide a one-month supply 
for every person in the United 
States. 

“Only the September hurricane 
kept the crop from setting an all- 
time record for the Everglades” 
declared Clarence R. Bitting, pres- 
ident of the United States Sugar 
Corporation, largest single cane 
producer on_the continent. 

The company’s .12 plantations 
extending some 52 miles around 
the southern shore of Lake Okee- 
chobee, started cane moving from 
30,000 acres this week. Grinding 
operations both for company pro- 
duce and that of independent 
growers will be conducted on a 
‘round-the-clock schedule until .the 
close of the harvest. ‘In addition 
to raw sugar, the Glades crop will 
Provide upwards of 5,000,000 gal- 
longs of black strap molasses.
